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A Boiler Bursts on 


Her Steam Launch 


Unexpected Incident at a 


Naval" Maneuver. 


Many Men Badly Injured But 


None Fatally— Some 
Nar- 


row Escapes. 


BOSTON. October 21.— The boiler of 


one of the steam launches of the battle- 
ship Texas blew up while it was along- 
side the battleship and n number of 
men, including two officers and a Bur- 
geon, were injured, none fatally. 


The explosion occurred just aa the 


launch reached the Bide of the ship, 
having towed down the ship's boats, 
each full of iiieu who were in the naval 
parade. 


On the launch at the time were thirty- 


five men, including Lieutentnnt Com- 
mander Delehanty, Lieutenant Bristol, 
Enaign Wadhams and Dr. W. R. Du- 
hoso, the Qhip'a surgeon. The smoke- 
stack, the top of the boiler and the part 
of ttiB canopy over the boiler were blown 
into tho a r and what was left of the 
launch caught fire from_ the sheet of 
flames that followed the burst of the 
boiler, hut the fire had little to burn. 


The men n the pit with the boiler, 


John Phillipe, an oiler, and Jobn 
Fisher, a coal paaeer, were thrown vio- 
lentlv against the wooden partition. 
Fisher wai badly injured and Fldliifm 
escaped with eevere bruises. The cox- 
swain, Thomas Sullivan, waa thrown 
against the eido of the launch, but only 
bruised, and the sailor with him was 
completely blackened by Hoot, but un- 
hurt. 


Ur. Debase had two front teeth

and Eaaigu Wadhams emerged from 
tbe explosion aa from a battle, their 
facea and hands bruised.and burned, 
but otherwise they were uninjured.

The Stallion Lowers 


Another Record. 


Three Great Efforts in One 


Afternoon. 


The Pacing Record to a Four 


Wheel Sulky Reduced by 


Nearly Four Seconds. 


JOUET, HI., October 20.— Without any 


preparation for such atrialjoe Patchuo, 
the black pacing stallion, this afternoon 
reduced the world's pacing record to a 
four-wheel sulby by nearly four seconds. 
The record was established at Ingalls 
Park track before 2700 people who had 
been attracted by the announcement 
that Star Pointer would go against both 
the wagon and high wheel sulky records 
and that Joe Patchen would try to beat 
bia own record of 2,01.^. 


A few minor races completed the pro- 


gram, but the attraction was the big 
pacers, and when it was announced that 
Star Pointer was lame, and that Owner 
Morphy had refused to let him 
fulfill 


this bngagerneut, there wao much dis- 
satisfaction. Bat Mr. Marks, the owner 
of Joe Patchen, agreed to let the black 
horae lake Star Pointer's place and go 
against tbe wagon and high wheel sulky 
records, and this announcement was 
greeted with loud applause. 


Previous to this, about 3 o'clock, Joe 


Patchen had gone a really remarkable 
mile in attempting to beat hia record of 
2.01^. Driven by AlkiDron he went 
the entire distance in 8.02^4, lowering 
tbe track record. Time by Quarters was: 
.SIX. 1-02, 
1.32K, 
2.023l(. Several 


watches caught the time in 2.U3!£. 


The horae was urged a great "deal in 


thia beat, hut as he did not appear again 
nntil 4 o'clock to make hie trial against 
the wagon or four-wheel sulky record, 
he was probably in well-nigh" perfect 
condition for the latter trial. The wind, 
too, had died down to almost nothing, 
and hut for the cold atmosphere and the 
horee'e unfamiliarity with the vehicle, 
it being tbe first time he had been 
hitched to a four-wheel Bulky this year, 
the conditions for a great performance 
were propitious. Oscar Ames was in 
the sulky in place of Atkiueon, owner 
Mams having made a contract with the 
former trainer of Colonel Taylor's horse 
during the afternoon. 


After Bco/iuR once Ames signaled for 


the word and away tbe big black went, 
with magnificent stride and with the 
running mate traii'ng a length or two 
away. Ames rated his charge splen- 
didly, covering the first quarter in 3%, 
skimming along the hack stretch, witn 
the stallion moving easily, in 31. Around 
the far turn the pacer faced the breeze, 
whatever there was of it, but it was 
here that Ames first nrged him. It was 
here, too, that the running mate drew 
along, and responding to the call Fat- 
cben sped over the third quarter in 3QJ£. 


It was now a foregone conclusion that 


the record would be broken and out- 
bursts of applause began before tbe 
horse was well straightened out for home. 
Ames knew the staying power of the 
horee and never relinquished urging 
him by voice and an occasional sharp 
crack of the whip. The result was the 
last quarter was made in 30%, the time 
of tbe last half being 1.01!^ and the 
great pacer finished strong ana true in 
2,04^, nearly four seconds ahead of the 
record, 


The former record ia held by "W. W. 


P.," having been made at St. Paul in 
1SCS. 


Joe Patchen was fairly tired after tbe 


trial, but nevertheless prepared for his 
trial against the high wheel sulky rec- 
ord. The general verdict waa that he 
would not be able to repeat bis record

The Affair Happened ia Kansas 


and the Murderer Was Drunk 


at the Time. 


MANHATTAN, Kaj., Octi 20.— i crowd 


of excited citizens throng the streets 
here tonight m the vicinity of the county 
jai , threatening summary vengeance 
upon the murderer of Sheriff S. B, 
Lard, who was shot down today while 
in the performance of official duties at 
Leonardavillo, a village twenty miloa 
northeast of hero. The murderer whose 
death is demanded by the clamorous 
mob, is Ike Warren, R notorious "boot- 
legger" of fjponardsville. 


Sheriff Lard and a deputy arrested 


Warren ab LeonardRville this afternoon 
upon warrants owucn out

occutrud were on the way with him to 
the railway station. The depucy, who 
s said to have boen drinking, carried 
two revolvers, one of which he care- 
lessly espoaed within reach of the pris- 
oner. 


Warren, who was drunk, grabbed one 


of these weapons aud turned it upon 
Sheriff Lard. He tired one buUet into 
the sheriff's head and as the officer fell 
a second bullet took effect, in the body 
near the heart. Warren broke away 
and dashed dowu the street. 


His flight wae stopped by Banker 


Sparks of Leonardsville, who, having 
aeen the shooting of the sheriff, drew a 
revolver aud began firing at Warren. A 
bullet which took effect in the neck 
brought the murderer to a etandstill. 
The wound is not serious. 


The shooting caused great excitement 


in 
Leonards villa and tbe murderer 


would have been roughly handled but 
for the fact that two deputy sheriffs hur- 
ried oft with him to the depot aud eoon 
had him aboard the train for Manhat- 


theriff Lard died within a few min- 


utes and the fact was telegraphed here. 
When tbe train bearing tbe murderer 
arrived here a crowd of several hundred 
men surrounded the station. The cry 
of "lynch him1' was i a mediately heard 
and tbe crowd gathered in upon tbo pris- 
oner. The sis deputy sheriffs who had 
Wiirren in custody drew their revolvers 
and threatened to shoot the first man 
wtio made a bo&tile move. 


The murderer was drawn to an omni- 


bus, and alx deputies jumped in, the 
horses were lashed into a run and the 
reins were not drawn until the jail was 
reached. The mob followed it to the 
jail. .Finally Sheriff Marsh came to the 
jail steps and urged tbe citizens to al- 
ow tho law to take its course. He told 
them the murderer had a hole in his neck 
and w&s badly hurt, and urged the 
crowd not to attempt the life of a man 
who might die of his wounds. Thia 
Beamed to quiet the crowd for a time, 
but it soon became known that Warren 
was not badly hurt, and the talk of 
lynching became more pronounced. 


At 1 1 o'clock tonight the town ia some- 


what quieter, bat it is reported that 
several secret meetings are being held 
with the intention of organizing a lynch- 
ing bee.

;he holdings being stock in the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, of which he owned 
about one-fifth.

liiacnit. The securities were somewhat 
affected by tbe news of Pullman'sdeath 
hut quickly recovered.

Thacker told 
tbe same story on tho stand and said 
Williams wanted to tarn state's evidence 
and acknowledged that he and Schlagel 
were the two who piled ties on the track 
the first time a few days before the sec- 
ond attempt to wreck the train. • 


On the second attempt he said there 


were three of them. In addition to this 
the people had strong circumstantial 
evidence and the evidence of a young 
man named George Cook, who was 
s eeping with Williams for* a time. He 
told how Williams propoeed to him to 
go with them in the train hold-up and 
when he refused threatened to kill him 
if he divulged the story. 


The caee of the defense was to he an 


alibi but what will be the coarse now is 
hard to gness. Witnesses had been 
summoned to prove an alibi, it is said, 
but the confession took the defense by 
surprise, the young man not having 
to d hia attorneys about it. The tria 
goes on tomorrow, when tbe defense will 
make its case.

fur it and on the other hand no one 
coahl afford to deal it out for two cents 
per glass. \Vagea could not be made at 
it. 
The barroom would have to go, hav- 


ing been eliminated from among life's 
necessities. 


"Again, if there were no revenue tai 


UtJ on ppirtuoufl liquor and no license 
ta handle the article were demanded, 
nine-tenths of tbe temptation to adul- 
terate pure liquor and to "make" the 
staff out of alcohol and diamond dyes 
would be done away with. Spurious 
imitations are made of coatly things 
only.

Guile the "revolutionary policy" of State 
Mineralogist Cooper in deciding to ilia- 
continue the field n-ork of the bureau 
and devoting thu whole of the next two 
yeara to the preparation of a series of 
mining, topographical 
and geological 


maps of tbe mining counties and a 
ragiater of tbe mines of this state. The 
Press declares that the bill passed by tbe 
late legislature, appropriating $50,000 
[or the support of the mining bureau for 
two yeara, cont&iufi the usual require* 
ment that at leaet 50 per cent of tbe ap- 
propriation shall be expended iu field 
work, and it plainly states that Mr, 
Cooper "does not seem to grasp the re- 
quirements of his present situation." 


We care very little aboot the dispute 


astohow that ^50,000sbnll be expended 
by the State Miniue Bureau, bat what 
weobjecttoaerioualyiatheappropriation 
of auch a large amount for the support 
of a bureau wboee value to the state is 
certainly open to question. Bat even If 
it is of some service, tbe benefit derived 
from it falls far short of $50,000 in two 
years. There are thirteen men con- 
nected with the bureau, and the salaries 
range from $50 a month, that of the 
watchman, to $250 a month, the aalary 
of the chief of tbe bureau. The assist- 
ant mineralogist gets $100 a month, tho 
librarian $125, tbe statistician $100, the 
curator $150, the museum attendant and 
the meaaenger $75 each. Then there 
are five field assistants at $130 a month 
each. Thus the salary roll alone of this 
office amounts to $20,100 a year. But 
the five fidld deputies are also allowed 
expenses, which probably hriuga the 
amount to $25,000 per annum. 


Thia not.ail, however. Tbe bureau 


publishes many bulletins and issues a 
large number of books containing ex- 
pensive maps, illustrations and dia- 
gram?, the cost of which is considerable 
and moat be added to tbe amount al- 
lowed for the support of the bureau. It 
IB probable, therefore, that tbe mainte- 
nance of tbe bureau costs the taxpayers 
of the atate about $27,500a year. Thia 
aurely is bouudleea extrav&ganee and in- 
defensible on any ground of public in- 
terest. The bureau never baa been 
worth half that amount to tho state, and 
there is no proapect that it ever will be 
worth that much, and it is an outrage to 
tax the people merely for the purpose of 
giving comfortable placea to politicians.

less commisatous and bureaus, but ha 
baa done very little m that direction;

As usual, tbe 
company has gone to pieces when tbe 
situation required coolness and judg- 
ment, and, in a desire to get everything 
n sight, it has overreached itself, with

At the very time this news becomea pub- 
ic the company receivea a notification 
;hat the Union Pacific and tbe Oregon 
abort Line have made up their differ- 
ences, thus cutting tbo Southern Pacific 
out of the very substantial pro ratR ic 
demanded uii the Union Pacific busi- 
ness to Portland, Or., from Ogden by 
way of Sacramento.

condition of affairs;

company 


made a rate on canned goode, salmoii, 
etc., of 60 cents a hundred pounds, from 
3an Francisco to New York by way of 
Che SuuBBt route. The alUrail route to 
Pittaburg ia 75 cents, and from Pitts- 
burg to the seaboard say 25 cents, or $1 
in all ou the hundred pounds. The 
northern roada had a differential of 10 
pur cent that allowed them to take tbe 
^oodfl at 67 cents and deliver them at 
tbe aeabord for 17 or 18 cents more. 
Againat such rates tbe Southern Pa- 
cific's 60 cents of course prevailed, and 
the Southern Pacific in order to fore- 
Btall a cut by any of the roada thus 
discriminated against rushed all the 
goods down to Now Orleans, Contracts 
were made orally to deliver these goods 
in New York for 60 ceiKB.

The following U a synopsis of tha por- 


tion of tlie lecture devoted to education 
in general, hut the Biahop also consid- 
ered in greater detail the paroachial 
schools and the Catholic's duty in main- 
taining them i 


"Our idea of a complete pdncation ia 


the education of the whole man. Man 
U a physical, intellectual and moral be- 
in*—all ia oae; aad we believe that 
these three elements have a relative im- 
portance i» tuts order named. That ia 
to say, considering man to have a higher 
life than thia as his destiny, a spiritual, 
supernatural, 
everlasting life, these 


three elements of hia beintf must not, 
indeed, be separated, 
but must be 


judged of as to their value ami purpose, 
according to that purpose. Hence their 
relative importance. 
If, therefore, it 


were a question of neglecting anyone of 
them, we eay the physical ie leea im- 
portance than the intellectual, and tbe 
intellectual lesa than the moral; for the 
moral nature looks to the life eternal. 
Hut a complete education ought not to 
neglect any of them. God has united 
thftm, and 'what God haa joined to- 
gether let no man put asunder.' 


"\Ve believe it the uoundeu duty of 


parents to secure for their children aa 
complete an education as is possible in 
all theaa three elomouta, according to 
tlie position and occupation which they 
are likely to follow in tha world, so aa to 
best fit them for the dutiea of life. But 
there can be no conceivable position 
where the moral or spiritual part of 
man's being is not the paramount one in 
imporcance, oven in this world, and 
hence under no consideration should it 
bo neglected. Therefore the duty of 
parents—a duty binding on their; con- 
science ia to eee that the religious aide of 
their children's life be educated. And we 
believe that God will require of parents 
to educate their children spiritually in 
the very same religions balief which the 
parents have, supposing them to be 
honest and earnest believers in a relig- 
ious faith. It doea not matter where 
that instruction ba given. The parents 
themselves may teach the children, or 
they may employ a private tutor, or 
they may send them to a school or acad- 
emy where that faith may ha taught. 


"The experience the world over il 


that parents do not and usually cannot 
instruct their children in the fullness of 
their religions requirements, just as they 
do not and usually cannot instruct them 
in tho fullness of their intellectual 
wants. We think the conclusion fol- 
lows very logically that they muatthere- 
fore eend them to a school where the 
faith can bo taught, whenever it ia poi- 
aible for them to do ao. Wo see there- 
fore that thia idea of education compre- 
hend B man's whole beine, aud loots 
upon things everlaeting aa of more iui- 
portancR than thinga merely temporal. 


"But there ia such a connection be- 


tween the Buiritual, or everlasting, Rnd 
the temporal that when ttie Hpiritual or 
religion a aide of man's being is educated 
it helps the temporal also. 
Man's 


moral nature is that upon which society 
is baaed aud upon which it depends, 
not only in cases of emergency, but in 
the everyday concerna of life. For in- 
stance, our civil life, in its duties, itn 
obligations and ita blessings, the moral 
nature ia the basis. Mr. Washington, 
in the immortal atate paper known aa 
bis Farewell Address, uses these eig> 
nificant words: 'Let it simply be aaked, 
There ia the sscurity for property, for 
character, for life itself, if the sense 
of 
religious 
obligations 
deserts 


the oatha which are tbe instruments of 
investigation in courts of justice. And 
let us with caution indulge the supposi- 
tion that morality can be maintained 
without religion. Whatever may bo 
conceded to the influence of refined ed- 
ucation on rainda of peculiar structure, 
reaaon and experience both forbid ua to 
expect that national morality can bo 
maintained in the exclnsion of religions 
principles.' 
"Rnch are thp words of tho Father of 


his Country. 
We hold therfifore that 


parents are bound in conscience to see 
that heir children receive full instruc- 
tions in their raligioua beliefs, and that 
in ao doing they are securing to all men 
protpction to property, to character and 
to life itaelf. We can see no other mean- 
ing to Washington's words. And whilst 
there may be eome who do not feel bound 
by the words of the Gospel of .leans 
Christ, they will doubtless concede at 
l«aat the wisdom of Waahington'fl words. 
For those who do believe in God's word 
it is a great pleasure to reflect that that 
pure-minded, unselfish statesman be- 
lieved likewiee that there ia a aupernat- 
ural.Bpiritnfll.everlaatinglife; and that 
security even in this life ia beat pro- 
moted by trying tn fit the eoul for that 
hiehor existence."

uan Borrios Killed 


Yesterday. 


Was Struck Down From 


Behind. 


Definite Clew to the Assas- 
sin—Suspected Persons 


Watched. 


Juan Borrios, a 
Mexican 
sheep- 


hearer, came to Fresno Wednesday 
light, bought a package of medicine, 
ailed en hia former mistress, and was 
ound dead about 3 o'clock next morn- 
ng. Two musicians coming home from 


country dance discovered the man, 


who had been ntrnck down by an un- 
known &EBaB*in. 


Alvin I'erry and D. Imperatrice, the 


musicians, riret passed Borrioa aa their 
loree shied to one eide and went around 
iim. They thought that some drunken 
man had fallen to tha ground and gone 
0 Bleep. After getting soma distance 
away they concluded to turn around and 


hack and awake the man. One of 


them jumped out of the buggy and put 


ia hand to the mail's head and found 


him cold in death. 


The place where the man was found 


is a lonely spot without any trees, resi- 
dences, fences or barna within a block. 
A road running diagonally across the 
ot, which is directly north of the C- 
itreet school, waa the scene of Juan 
iiorrioa' midnight journey to death, 
jome time after 12 o'clock he was pass- 
ing aloue this road with his handa in 
trousers pocketa and apparently with- 
out fear of an encounter with a dae- 
,ardly, ateathly assassin. The assassin 
ipproached him from the rear, aa no 
liding place behind fence or tree or 
house waa available, and when within 
striking distance dealt Iforrton a fatal 
blow on the back of the head. The 
weapon used waa probably a sandbag, 
iorthe blow contused tbe brain, hut d!d 
nut crack the skull. Borrioa fell to tbe 
ground face downward. He died before 
tie could null hie hands from his pock- 
ets. His head struck the ground in such 
a manner that be waa bruised about the 
right eye and a gash cut right above the 
eye. He gave a few easpa and died, 
with hia mouth full of duet and his face 
down. 


Policeman Walton WBB notified of the 


murder and had tho remains removed to 
Stephen &. Bean's undertaking parlors, 
whore an autopsy waa held by Dr. 
Davidson at 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
ition and an inquest at 6.30. 
Juan Borrioa WRB a man about 45 


yeare old, and caine to Fresno from 
Hanford three months ago. He waa en- 
caged in shearing aheep on the White's 
Bridge road, a abort distance weat of 
town. For five yeara he lived with 
Modesto Regalado, who deserted him. 
four months SEO and came to .Fresno. 
Hie former mistress bestowed her affec- 
tiona upon a younger man, and has lived 
with Ike Karris ainco coming to Freeno. 
Farria is a Mexican, and the two men 
were naturally not on the best of terme, 
Borrics called frequently on his ex- 
miatreEB, but did not enter the honae in 
which she lived at the corner of Fresno 
and E atreeta. On the night that he 
was murdered Borrioa visited the Regal- 
ado woman and asked her to go to llan- 
ford with him. She eaya It was tu be a 
buBineea trip. 


Modesto Regaldo, it is claimed, hag 


umsed the death of several men and 
the imprisonment of one. She baa not 
that fascinating, voluptuous appearance 
common to many Spanish women and it 
ia hard to understand why a man abould 
become eo infatuated with her ae to do a 
desperate deed. She ia about 35 yearg 
old and appears dull and ignorant. 


It ia claimed that a Mexican barber 


named John Diaz killed another Mexi- 
can about eight yeara aeo because he 
wasjealouaof the iRtter'a~ attentions to 
her. She was living iu Fresno at the 
lime and the two were rivala for her 
favors. Diaz stabbed his rival with a 
dirk and waa sen* to the penitentiary ou 
being convicted of manslaughter. Five 
or sis. yeara ago a Mexican called 
"Noselesa Frank" and Borrios 
were 


rivals for the Bmilea of the woman and 
one morning Borrios was found Dearly 
dead 
with a 
wound from a knife. 


"NoEeleaa Frank" waa arrested ^and 
placed in the Tulare county jail." He 
committed euicide. Now come8 Bor- 
rioa* death on the same evening that he 
aabod her to go tu Hanford with him. 


T. Kspinora w« the lir&t witness at 


the inquest, which waa held by Coroner 
Long last evening. He testified that 
Borrios came to Freano Wednesday 
evening to get aome medicine for him. 
Borrios secured the medicine, as it wag 
found on hia person. 


Ike Farria was the next witness called. 


He waa nervous, but hia testimony gave 
(he officers no clue to the murderer. 
Farris Eaid he worked at sheep-shearing 
at the same corral where Borrios waa 
employed. He denied being in town 
Wednesday night and said he waa in 
bed with a brother-in-law. 


The woman, Modesto Regalado, testi- 


fied as follows through ac interpreter: 
"I have known Borrios for eleven yeara. 
\Ve were on friendly teruie, While in 
Hanford I lived in the same houae with 
him for about five years. I had no 
trouble with him, butabout fourmontbe 
ago 1 told Borrioe that I did not want to 
live with him any longer. I have been 
livinp in the same honae with Ike Farria 
for abcmt four months. Wednesday 
night Borrioa came to tbe house and 
asked me logo to Hanford with him, aa 
he wanted to deed a house to me. The 
house was mine bnt I deeded it to him 
some time ago with the understanding 
that he should deed it back to me when 
1 wanted it. I told him I would go to 
Hanford with him. He did not come 
insidp of the house, but stood on the 
outside. 
He was talking to me for 


about half an hour and le.t about 9 
o'clock." 


A 7-year-old boy who claimed the 
.ttgalario woman as hia mother, testi- 


fied that he knew Ike Ferris, hut did 
not eee him Wednesday. Hia testimony 
did kot throw any light on the matter. 


Dr. J. D. Davidson testified that he 


had held an autopsy on the deceased. 
Wounda were found ever the right eye, 
bnt tliese were produced by falling when 
Borrioa waa struck on the hack of the 
head. Tho blow on the back of tbe 
bead ruptured the brain. Evidently 
something ai=ilnr to a sand hag waa 
need, for the Rkuil waa not fractured, 
although a hard blow was struck which 
left a contusion three inches long, and 
one and a half inches wide. 


The jnry decided in a very few min- 


ntea after the teatimony waa taken that 
Juan Borrioa came to hia death "from 
the effects of a blow on the back ot hia 
bead by a blunt instrument iu the hand 
or handa of a party or parties nnfenown 
to us."

The County Teachers' Institute put in 


a very eujcesBful day'e work yesterday. 
"Tliis ia the beet institute we have ever 
held in Fresno," declared .Superintend- 
ent Kirk to A KEITIILICAS reporter afler 
the udpurnwfciit of the session in the 
afternoon. It was wvident to the casual 
observer that the tvachera were taking 
a lively iuterc-Bt in the proceedings. 
Close attention was paid to tbe speak- 
ers, a feature that does not alwaya pre- 
vail at teacher*' instituted. Probably 
Mr. Kirk's careful selection of speakers 
has considerable to do with this. 


During tho forenoon tho institute was 


divided into two sections. In section 
A,-presided over by A. Sorensen, the 
subject for consideration was tho teach- 
ing of literature in tho seventh, eichth 
and uinth grades and 
in the high 


school. "Why technical grammar /aila 
to make roady writers and speakers," 
was U:K phase handled by Joel Smith. 
"How to taach a prose selection," by 
Judeun Appley; "A Leasou iu Snow- 
bound," Misa M.Gilleapie; "Tiieselec- 
tion and UEB of the school library," by 
E. W. Lindsay; "American 
Litera- 


ture in our Higti Schools," by 0. b. 
Taylor. A general diecuasion followed, 
in which several teachers and ProfepHor 
Washington Wilson of the State Univer- 
sity participated. 


Arithmetic was dhcuesed in section 
li, where W. H. Bak;-r presided. Ad- 
dresaesa on various phases of the sub- 
ject were made as foil owe: 


"In what grade should the formal 


teaching of arithmetic begin? 
What 


should 
ha taught, nnd how?" I'rof. 


Charles H. Allen; "When should the 
hook be placed in the bands ot the pu- 
pil? When and how should loni* di- 
vision be taught?" Mra. lanthe A. Cook; 
"Is it desirable that the woik of each 
grade should deal with one topic or 
small groups o! topics in arithmetic; or 
should work in all of the main topics he 
continued through several giados?" C. 
J. Thorn; "In what grade should the 
study of common fractions begin? How 
and by what form teach the addition of 
common fractions by finding the least 
common multiple? In 
what 
grade 


ehould theetudy of decimals begin? In 
what grndn should the learning of tnblea 
of denominate numbers begin? What 
tables should ha learned firat? What 
topics in percentage should be taught 
first?" Misa Edna Johnson. 


The general discussion tbat followed 


was led by J. W. MuClymonds, city su- 
perintendent of Oakland. 


In tbe afternoon tha institute met in 


general session, and the proceedings be- 
gan with an addroHs by Professor Wash- 
ington Wilson on "Danger in Concrete 
Work." Hia rercsrka were scholarly, 
bnt the Professor indulged in some er- 
preasicaa that guiicd somewhat harahly 
on the eare of the dignified usaembingo. 
He used aome clang which waa not very 
well received. 


D. R. AuKsburg followed with a dis- 


course on the teaching of drawing. 
Pro- 


fpFsorAagahurgiBr.il adept in the uae 
of the crayon, besets being a very good 
speaker. Generally speakiug teachers 
have not loo much training in this enb- 
ject, which, the past few years, has been 
coming to the front in the public schools 
as a very important study. The Utah 
professor has given the institute valu- 
able instruction. Yesterday ho devoted 
his attention to the teaching of the sub- 
ject in the primary anduraiumar grades. 


A fair attendance of teachers was 


present at the evening session hold in 
Armory hall. The main feature of the 
program was a lecture on "Scnbol Room 
Decorations" by Miss C. Ball of San 
Francisco, who is a teacher of art. 
Miaa 


Ball believes in beautiful, harmonious 
eurroondiuGB and argued thai nothing 
brightens the minds of tbe pnpila in 
the school room BO much aa artistic dec- 
orations 
and 
harmonious colorings. 


Under such conditions artistic impulses 
are strengthened and the pupil acquires 
proper ideas in regard to the beautiful 
moie readily than if simply taught 
out of a book. Washington Wileon alao 
spoke for a fow minutes on tbe same 
subject and gave emphasis to what Miss 
Balleaid. 


Profeeaor 
Ohilda 
interested 
and 


amused tbe audience with a short talk 
in regard to his early educational ex- 
periences iu California. Hia first ex- 
amination experience was quite laugh- 
able. An early day preacher examined 
him and one of the questions was in 
regard to the origin of grammar.

His Stay at Cook's Inlet 


Profitable. 


Alaska Suitable for Settlement. 


Many Fertile Valleys Await- 


ing Hardy Pioneers. 


xnn Wednesday's rally. 
Frank Du'sy and eon, Walter, accom- 


panied by Thomas Williams, Robert 
Atkinson, Louia Everameyer and llich- 
ard Lane, all citizens of Fresno county, 
have returned from Alaska. Mr. Puay 
and son arrived in Fresno on the Valley 
road yesterday morning, and the other 
members of the Fresno contingent re- 
mained in Ban Francisco to view the 
siehta for a few daye. 


Mr. Dnsy and party remained in the 


vicinity of Cook's Inlet all summer. ID 
au interview yeiterJay Mr. Daaysald: 


"We had a good enough Klondyke at 


Jix-iiiile creek, and were not attracted to 
Dawson City by stories of rich diggings. 
A few left Cook's Inlet to go to tbat 
ield, but tbe greater number remained 
behind. Six-mile creek ia located in the 
vicinity of Oook'a Inlet. Sunrise City 
m Cook'a Inlet is visited twice a month 
iy the email steamer L. J. Perry. The 
j. J. Perry phns between Sunrise City 
and Coal Harboi, :iOO miles south of 
where the regular Alaskan steam era 


About 500 people were in the vicinity 


of Cook's Inlet the past summer, and 
those who had claims secured a very 
satisfactory season's output of gold. Tbe 
mines were worked from the 1st of June 
mtil the 1st of October. Wages were 
•i a. day without board, and at this rate 
a man could savo $3.50,03 ho could live 
on 50 cents a day. Provisions of all 
uuds are supplied the minera at very 
low prices, 


'The output of gold this season cannot 


?e accurately given, but the fact that 
;hesteamer Bora, which brought ua from 
Coal Harboi to Sitka had $240,000 worth 
of gold on board wiil give an idea in re- 
gard to the way Cook's Tnlot mines are 
panning out. A company known a? the 
Polly 
Mining 
Company, employing 


twelve men, secured an average of $50 a 
day to the man daring the whole sea- 
ion's work. A man by the name of 
Fred Smith, employing twenty-eight 
men, averagod $9 a da; to tbe man. 1 
have enjoyed one of the most protitable 
year's work la my life. I did not have 
$5000 belonging to me in a Back, as re- 
ported. The eack 
contained several 


thousand dollars in gold, but part of it 
iielonged to another party. 


"The valley in which thfi rainee are 


located is ahont five miles wide and 
thirty miles lone. It in surrounded by 
very steep, rough mountains covered 
with great rocks. The mountains are 
far more rugged than the Sierras. In 
;he valley there is a growth of hemlock, 
spruce and cottonwoud. The treea do 
not exceed two feet In diameter. Under- 
neath the trees the ground is covered 
with raoss, but the portions not wooded 
are covered with grass. The aummer 
climate is pleasant, tbe thermometer not 
registering over 00 degrees. Rains are 
not excessive, and sometimes it is six 
weeks between storms. 


'It will soon be discovered 
tbat 


Alaska has immense agricultural re- 
sources. I consider it as well suited to 
certain kinds of farming aa Canada or 
Maine. 
There are rich valleys, fifty 


miles wide, covered with a luxuriant 
growth of grass and vegetation, and in a 
short time these will be settled. I tbiuk 
Alaska will support as large a popula- 
ion as the state of Maine. At Cook'a 
!nlet we planted potatoes, cabbage, let- 
uce, radishes and turnips, and these 
vegetables grew to maturity and were 
arge and finely flavored. 


"About one hundred people will win- 


er at Cook's Iniat. They will live in 
substantial log cabins and, find it no 
rreat hardship, aa the thermometer 
loea not go lower than 16 degrees be- 
ow zero. Among those who will remain 
or tho winter will be Mr. and Sire, 
LafeClineof Selma. 


"I don't want people to think T made 


;107 per day while in Alaska tbia sum- 
mar, as some might Imagine from tbe 
etter in the REPUBLICAN of yesterday. I 
did take ont $107 in one day, bat that 
was for one day only. I did well, but 
lon't want my friends to get an csog- 
;erated idea o! my good fortune." 


The return trip home was made by 


steamer to Seattle and tbe remainder of 
he journey by rail. Mr.- Dusy re- 
mained in Fresno until the 5.20 evening 
rain, and then went to Selma. While 
n Fresno many old friends of Mr. Dusy 
Kept him busy shaking hands and an- 
swering questions in regard to the gold 
leids of the far north.

A Former Fresno Barber Slain 


Monday Night by an Un- 


known Enemy. 


J. C. Davia, who waa assassinated in 


Balcerafield Monday night, formerly re- 
rided in thin city. Three yeara ago he 
eft Fresno and went to Stockton, and 
then moved from there to Bakerefield. 


ffhile in Fresno Uflvifl ran a barber 


hop at 104)^ I'Btreet, with Dave Stutz- 
man aa hia partner. Many people in 
Fresno remember Davis, and be ie also 
well known in legal circles as one of the 
principals in the lone contested enit ot 
J. 0. Davis vs. the Firet National Bank 
of Fresno. In this suit Davia sned the 
back for payment of an $800 draft isiued 
by a Montanabankon a New York bank 


id given to the Fresno bank forcol- 
ction. The firat trial in the superior 
urt was won by Davis and bnt recently 


the supreme court reversed the decision 
giving tbe defendant a new trial. 


Davia waa wounded while on hia way 


borne Monday night. 
Some, person 


whose identity is unknown followed 
him until in the vicinity of the Baptist 
church and ahot him throneh the left 
)ide of the bead. He w»e killed with- 
nt a word of warning: and had not the 
least Huopicion that any one waa near to 
do him. harm. Hia death waa almost 
instantaneous. 


Tha mnrder occnrred about 8.30 p.m., 


but Davia waa not discovered until next 
morning. He was found lying on hia 
back with his hande crossed on his 
breast. Hia watch and pistol were un- 
disturbed, showing that robbery was not 
the motive of the crime. 
Davia was 


fearful of aorae unknown enemy, but 
there ia no clue to the murderer. 


AUBERRY ROAD FIGHT. 


A Resident Gives His Side of the 


Dispute. 


EWTOE BcPUHLiCiX:—In jour 


lane of tbe 15th instant, referring to 
the tetion of tbe Board of Superriion 
apoo, tlis application (or a uaw road ia 
Aaberry, eome comments were made 
calculated to create miEUDderetanding, 
and thereby do injustice to Borne resi- 
dent* of the valley. At explanatory o! 
the real situation, it may be stated that 
coafueion was evidently caused by two 
or three persons, whose zeal excluded 
their judgment, circulating petitions 
without any concert of action, and ap- 
parent Jy upon their individual responsi- 
bility, for tbe opening of & new road in 
the valley, and forwarding the same to 
the Board of Supervisors, with tbe re- 
sult, as the writer waa informed by a 
member of the board, that there were 
on file three petitions for as many differ- 
ent road fiitea at the game time. 
. Tending the road matter, the subject 
of a Bite for a new school house waa also 
under consideration. 
Borne persons, 


and apparently 
witb much reason, 


thought the settlement of the road Ques- 
tion, by the most practicable route with 
reference to the greatest good to the 
greatest number, should firat be effected 
ind then the a ttiafactory location of a 
eite for a new school house would be ren- 
dered comparatively easy. 


Witbout regard to the road matter, a 


meeting waa called to pass upon tbe 
[aestioo of a site for a new school house. 
'wo proposed locations were voted upon, 
and upon linua one-half mile apart. It 
was contended by gome that one of the 
sites designated was preferable aa being 
nearest to the geographical center of the 
district, whilet others thought the other 
aite the better one, being the nearest to 
the center of population. 


Tho first comment complained of 
iya: "The residents all sought to have 


the building located aa near their re- 
epective homes as possible." Now that 
statement ia absolutely untrue. This ia 
sufficiently shown by the fact that at the 
jret ballot taken as to the choice of sites 
:he vote resulted iu a tie, and another 
Ballot being ordered, tho selection of 
:he present site was agreed upon. So 
much then as to the selection of a site. 


Before the work of building was be- 


gun, it waa urged by Borne, with appar- 
ent good reason, that t;tie to the site 
agreed upon ehould first be secured, 
that proper plans and speciQcatioas 
should bo prepared, tbat proposals for 
bida for the work nhould be advertised, 
ind that tbe contract, when let, should 
je secured by bonde for the faithful ex* 
ecution of the same. But all of these 
conditions were ignored, and by what 
seamed to be injudicious haste the work 
of conitruction was commttnced and 
proceeded with 
to 
completion—the 


iouse being eet down in a pasture 
'ormerly belonging to the Gavin ranch. 


The article published very properly 


says: "The proposed highway la to 
connect tba school house with the outer 
world." Thatia true—but how? Now 
to get out of this neck of the woods by a 
public highway leading to a public high- 
way, the dictates of common Bfinee, to 
say nothing of equitable and legal re- 
quirements, would eeem to demand the 
opening of a road ou the shortest practi- 
cal line, and in a manner that would 
effect the object with the lenat expense, 
as well as the least loss and inconven- 
ience to interested property holders. 


Does the proposed road do this?. The 


distance between the county road and 
the schoolhouee, on the section line 
upon which the lattor ia built, IB just 
one mile and & quarter. Hence that 
would appear to be the most practical 
route, the least expensive, and in all 
respects the most satisfactory. 
And 


what of the proposed route? Tbat, too, 
recognizes the necessity of leading to 
the county road, but by ways HO devious 
as to render tho proposition ridiculous 
.u the extreme. 
Beginning at a point 


in the county road, a quarter east of tbe 
section line upon which the school hoaee 
stands, it extends north threo-auartora, 
thence eaatonfl-quarter, to a corner on 
tbe half mile line eaat of the school 
house, thence proceeds north thereon 
one mile (at least that is the termination 
which ia now suggested) to nowhere— 
and from that very indefinite point, by 
a sharp left oblique direction, and about 
three-quarters of a 
mile 
additional 


travel tbe echool IIOURB may be reached, 
provided tbe traveler does not lose his 


ay. 
Thus it will bo eeen that following 


Ihia route about two and three-quarter 
milea would have to be traveled. What 
a happy conception. 


The article then says: "Some of the 


property owners from whom right-of- 
way must be obtained are strongly op- 
posed to the opening of tho new road." 
That certainly is trim, and the reasons 
are obvious, as to the proposed road. 
Aeain let us quote: "Mike Hurley, 
who owna forty acres through which the 
new road must pass, announces that he 
will fight to tbe bitter end before he will 


omit to havinc a rigbt-of-way taken 


..IB"him." Aa to Mr. (Jeremiah) Hur- 
ley the other statement id calculated to 
bo most misleading. Mr. Hnrisy doea 
moat strenuously object to the proposed 
new road, not only becauso it cuts 
through an 80-Bcre "tract, aeverine hia 
building from the reat of hia land, and 
because it traverses his land for a dis- 
tance of a mile nnd ft quarter, but es- 
pecially because of the utter impractic- 
ability of tho route, its inaccessibility to 
the Hchool house, and the great and 
needless expense and inconvenience at- 
tending its establishment end main- 
tenance. 


Mr. Hurley, with commendable gen- 


erosity, offered, if the other and only 
practicable route was selected, to donate 
thirty feet alon? his entire line for uae 
for a public road. Tt ie hard to conceive 
why the objectionable route should bo 
insisted upon, excepting in fulfillment 
of an expressed declaration to build ihe 
road without regard to Mr. Ilnrley. Su- 
pervisor Manly ia entitled to the thanka 
of this community for putting hia offi- 
cial heel upon the head of this snake. 
Let him keep it there until it is dono 
wriggling. Let the band play.

A Long List of Killed and 


Wounded. 


The Ceiling Fell Piece-Meal but 


the Alarm Came Too 


Late. 


Cisus.VATi, October 13,—Three per- 


sona were killed and over thirty others 
were more or Je=a seriously injured by 
the fall ing of the dome of Robinson's 
opera house tbia evening. 


About S.45 o'clock, BOOH after the rais- 


ing of tho curtain for Uio performance 
of '-Dangers of a Great City." the plas- 
tering began to fall from tho center of 
the dome ceilinif, forty to fifty feet above 
the heads of the people seated in the 
parquet. The hnnae was fairly well 
filled but not crowded. 


Thin plastering fell in email particles 


at flrai, but fnouyh toalnnn aome of the 
timid or cdHtioua, who retired. A little 
later tlie plastering be?an to a bower 
down iu ^reat chunks. There was a 
rush from the gallery, winch was not 
very well lilted. The balcouy waa Boon 
emptied. 


Those in the dress circle retired as 


promptly as possible, and strange to 
say, without an apparent panic. The 
crowding of these to the door obstructed 
tbe passage of the people from the par- 
quet, which accounts in a measure for 
the number of casualties. Nobody ex- 
cected at the momeut any other danger 
than that from the falling plastering. 


Suddenly and without a crash, the 


central truss of the ceiling, SO feet long 
and 30 feet wide, came tumbling down. 
The ends of it struck on the two gallery 
wings and doubled it up in the center, 
Bending it down into tbe parquet with a 
great scattering of joiats and timbers. 
Nothing on the stage waa harmed. Of 
course there were moans from the in- 
jured and, as often happens, tbe loud- 
est from those least hurt. 


The newa spread rapidly and there 


was a rush of patrol wagons to the 
scene. 
The salvage corpa with its 


wagon was first on the ground and it 
was followed by all the police patrol 
wagons, which carried the injured to 
tho county hospital. The list ehowa 
three dead, five dangeroualy if not fa- 
not fatally injured, and twenty-sis more 
or less sp.rionsly injured. 


In addition to theae a large number, 


probably twenty-five or thirty, were so 
slightly injured as to be able to walk 
home. Of the seriously injured at the 
hospital several require amputation of 
Ilmba, yet every one is refusing to aub- 
mit to tho operation. A score of sur- 
geons volunteered their assistance to the 
hospital corpa. 
A suilicient number 


was accepted. 


The scene in front of the hospital door 


waa a ead one. Hundreds of people 
gathered there clamoring for the names 
of the injured. An attendant stood at 
tbe dor r way with « liat of those brought 
to tho hospital and answered the anx- 
ious inqnries. M'fi'iy names were In- 
quired for that wera not in tha hospital 
lift. 


At 
the opera house ropes 
were 


stretched across all approaching Tetreetfl 
and the police had all they could do to 
keep tbe croA'd of 7000 or 8000 from a 
fatal crash. 


Tonight's disaster recalls forcibly a 


more fearful one which took place in tbe 
same building in February, 1870. 


A singular coincidence is that tbe play 


announced for next week was entitled
